GENTLEMEN 


OmoAoo, Nov. 8.-9 a. m.—The mem 
bers of the first and second regiments 
of the Illinois National gaards assembled 
at the armorj this morning. 
Perfect 
quiet reigned at the yards this morning, 
the tracks being patrolled by the deputy 
sheriffs, who kept the small crowds 
which congregated in the corners mov- 
ing. 
Around the outskirts of the yard 
the scene was different. Gangs of strik- 
e n stood at the entrance and men with 
their dinner pails in their bands were 
deprived of them and severely thrashed. 
There seemed to be a»determined effort 
on the part of the strikers to prevent 
any of the new men from applying for 
the positions which the former have 
left. 
On the other hand the employers 
•eemed determined not to re-engage any 
of the strikers. 


CHIOAOO, NOV. 8.—At 1 0 o'clock this 
morning the first and second regiments 
marched from their armory to the Lake 
Shore station and from there they will at 
once be transported to the stock yards. 
There has been no serious disturbance 
at the yards yet, but assaults on non- 
union men are growing more frequent. 
As the morning progressed the crowds 
sufroHuding the entrances to the yards 
increased, the strikers became more ob 
stinate and the deputy sheriff's found 
greater 
diflBculty in dispersing them. 
Armour & Co. had about 150 old men, 
who have refused to stop, at work kill- 
ing hogs, but this was the only hog 
house in the yards running. 
Knight of 
Labor Barry said he had not as yet been 
able to get at all the facts in regard to 
the strike, and did not know what action 
he would take. 
He proposed, however, 
to have a talk with the packers during 
the day, and hoped to soon bring about 
an amicable settlement of the trouble.

Bev. Sam Small has just completed 
his first year of evangelical work in con- 
junction with Bev, Sam Jones, of Geor- 
gia. 
He gave the Sun reporter to-day 
an account of his experiences and plans 
for the future. 
He preached this after- 
noon to a large gathering of young men 
at the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion hall, and to-night addressed a still 
larger 
audience at Grace Methodist 
church. 
Mr. Small said: 


"Brother Jones and I, in the year 
ending September 15, have held serv- 
ices in St. Louis, Chicago. Cleveland, 
Chautauqua and other places. 
We have 
preached and addressed audiences in 
that period about 1,000 times, the con- 
gregations aggregating 3,000,000 people. 
We have traveled altogether 
20,000 
miles. 
Our echedule for the future 
takes us to Omah^i first, then to Boston 
in January, San Francisco in February 
and March, thence to 
Minneapo is, 
Bome, Ga., Bed Bock, Loveland, Ur- 
bana, Bound Lake, Grimsby Park, Ont. 
and other points. 
We have enough ap- 
plications to occupy our time for five 
years, but have only made positive en- 
gagements for a year ahead." 


"Do yea ref5eive many letters?" 
•'We get bushels of letters, 
but we 
answer only the sensible ones. 
The 
letters from cranks we burn. 
Some 
very sensational stories are told in these 
letters. 
Seven-tenths of the misery we 
hear of is caused by liquor.

Esq., left his riding-horse by the gate 
of his door-yard, as usual, while he 
went to dinner. 
An apiary of forty- 
five colonies was within three rods ol 
the spot where the horse was tied, and 
the bees in great numbers attacked it 
in our absence of not over twelve min- 
utes. 
When we discovered the state o< 
affairs the horse's head was almost cov- 
ered with mad bees and swarms oi 
them around it, which would sting 
everything and everybody anywher« 
near. 
I could not induce the animal tc 
move at first, and to protect it I covered 
it with blankets; but after awhile, and 
after procuring more help, 1 succeeded 
in getting it out of the reach of th€ 
bees, and we then applied remedies, 
as washing with cold water and soda, 
then besmearing with linseed oil; in- 
ternally we gave whisky with lanJ- 
anum, but all efforts were in vain, and 
the poor animal, after a struggle ol 
three hoars, died." 


F O F U L A B 
S C I E N C E . 


A OBADUAL increase in the average 
sixc tff the skull among the n^rS^s is 
believed by a Boriibay physician to be 
taking place as an effect of civilization 
in India. 


AN electric spark in a dusty atmos- 
phere causes dust to settle, and if the 
air be smoky clears it. This is probably 
one reason why the air seems so clear 
after a thunderstorm, even if little rain 
has fallen. 


IT is a familiar and yet it always 
strikef one as a marvelous fact that 
worlds n#y have been for years in ex- 
istence. the light of which has not yet 
had time to reach our earth, and that 
we may continue to see the light of the 
stars that have been for a long time ex- 
tinct. 


THE 600 tornadoes recorded show 
that their whirl is almost invariably in 
the same direction, opposite the hands 
of a watch; and their onward movement 
with us is nearly always northeastward. 
Their favorite time of day is known; 
and a tabulated list of 162 shows nearly 
two-thirds between 2 and 6 p. m. 


AN ingenious astronomical theory is 
that of Mr. ^Monck at Dublin, who sug- 
gests that as shooting stars are known 
to be dark bodies rendered luminous 
for a short time by rushing through our 
atmosphere, new stars are dark ot 
faintly-lumiuons bodies which acquire a 
short-lived 
brilliancy 
by 
rushing 
through some of the gaseous masses 
visible, perhaps, as nebulae, which exist 
in space. 


INVESTIGATIONS by Dr. R. Von Helm- 
holtz, described to the Berlin Koyal 
Society, confirm the statements that the 
formation of cloud in saturated air is 
induced solely by particles of dust, and 
that the finer and sparser are the dust 
particles the more slowly is the cloud 
formed. 
These results are also con- 
firmatory of Prof. Tyndall's explanation 
that the bine color of the sky is due to 
ftoating dust. 


IN order to learn why there is so much 
sulphur in stone coal, and so little free 
alkaline carbonates in the ashes, M. 
Dieulefait has analyzed the surviving 
species of the families of coal plants, 
particularly the Equisetaceie, and has 
found in them an unusually large pro- 
portion of sulphuric acid. 
He con- 
cludes, therefore, that the coal plants 
were more highly charged with sulphur 
than most existing plants, and that for 
that reason their alkaline constituents 
assumed the forms of sulphates instead 
of carbonatea 


LIQUID oxygen, in small quantities, 
has been produced by a number of ex- 
perimenters, but it is only recently that 
solidified oxygen has been obtained. 
This interesting experiment was per- 
formed by Prof. Dewar at the Koyal 
Institute a short time ago. • It was ac- 
complished by allowing liquid oxygen 
to expand into a partial vacuum, when 
the enormous absorption of heat which 
accompanies the expansion resulted in 
producing the solid substance. 
The 
oxygen in this condition resem bles snow, 
and has a t<-m])erature 200 degrees C., 
below the freezing point of water. 


A PHYSICIAN, referring to the custom 
of traveling on slecping-cars with the 
berths made up with their heads to- 
ward the engine, said : "It is certainly 
bad for the brain of the sleei)er, as it is 
not natural; and it is no wonder that so 
many travelers, especially tno.se who 
have been on the road extensively, ex- 
perience bad elVects from it. 
Take in- 
fants in baby carriages, and no sane 
woman will think of trundling the ve- 
hicle along so the child goes Jiead first. 
The-.- always, (!xcej)t the yonng and in- 
exjterienced motlier, j)ush them along 
feet first. Physicians invariably advise 
such locomotion, 
it is the same thing 
on the cars, and no one sliould hesitate 
about having his berth made u}> so as to 
move along feet first. It is much better 
for the brain."

Zaccheus because it is short of stature, 
just as we have named its rocky neigh- 
bor Mount Elisha because it is bald.

"Merry, light-hearted, happy boys," we 
said. 
"What a care-free, honest little 
troop it was!

SOURCE O F T H E W A T E R S U P P L Y OP 


NEW YORK CITY. 


A Great Conduit of Masonry, Thlrty-flT® 


Bliles Long—Perilous Journeys Through 
It—The TTater of'Twenty-three Lakes. 
The Kesen-oirs. 


We hear often in one way and another 


A b o u t the Ci'oton river, whence New York 
gets its water supply. 
But not many per- 
sons outside of that city, or inside, for the 
matter of that, have any very definite idea of 
its whereabouts. 
It is associated in a myste- 
rious way, in t^uine riiimirf, with crotoii oiL 


It is a very modest iililo river in itself. 
Its 
importance ' O-K-S from tho fact that it is the 
outlet of 
twenty- 
three lakes of pure 
soft water that lie 
in the elevated re- 
gion 
sixty 
miles 
north of New York 
city. 
These 
lakes 
are so many natur- 
al 
reservoirs 
i n 
V hicLi ia stored the 
water supply of the 
givat city of a mil- 
SKI TUKN ov AQUEDUCT, liou and a half of 
people. 


Three hundred and thirty-nine square miles 
are included in the region drained by the 
tweuty-tlu-ee lakes. 
Tho lakes are emptied 
into small streams, -which mingle their waters, 
Tho original source of the Croton river is the 
waters of three sjjrings in Putnam county. 
These run out into three pretty little brooks. 
The brooks unite in a sociable way neai 
Owentown, N. Y., ; u ) r u n along together, 
and that is how rue Croton gets its start 
Tljeji iMinieuiatoly aft-erv.ard come into it the 
waters of the twenty-three lakes, and so it be- 
comes of sufficient importance to furnish the 
water supply of so many people. 


This means only t he prt>sent supply. 
That 
has been found madcquate, and new water 
sheds have l)cen Imilt to take in yet other 
lakes. 
A new aqueduct is in process of erec- 


t i o 2 i , too. 
It will be a year or two l>cfore It 
is finished. 
When it is, New York will have 
a purer, nobler water supply than any city 
since ancient Rome, except, perhaps, Glas- 
gow.

But the new aqueduct is not yet com- 
pleted. 
This iyi}>er deals with the present or 
old one. 


Croton river enters the Hudson at Teller's 
point, fortj' miles above New York city. 
Sis miles above the mouth of the Croton 
river, aud thirt3'-iive miles north of Central 
park, the present aqueduct begins. 
Up liear 
Owcntown is a great natural basin called 
Croton lake. 
It holds 500,000,000 gallons of 
water. 
At the southwestern end of this lake 
a gigantic dam is built, and here the great 
thirty-iivo mile aqueduct starts. 
The dam is 
250 feet wide, and 45 feet high. 


The aqueduct trails acix>ss ravines, tunnels 
through solid granite hills, and leaps high 
over rivers. 
It cro.^ses Hailem under the 
floor of High Bridge in a huge pipe about 
twenty-three feet around. 
At iiitervals of 
every half mile it is pierced hy a pipe to ven- 
tilate it. 
In the first illustration sucU a ven- 
tilator apjjwirs in cross section. 


In the second illustration the Centi*al park 
end of the aqueduct is seen. 
Here, thirty 
feet unflergrouiid, begin the fort3'-eight inch 
mai/r^ ''lat conduct the water through the 
city, 
l iiii point is known as the pipe gallery. 


INSPECTING AQtr?lt»UCT. 


In Central park are two reservoirs, and 
there Ls a third one down in the city at Forty- 
second street. 


Sometimes once a year, sometimes ofteuer, 
it is necessary to iaspet.-t the whole thirty- 
five-mile 
length of aqeduct. 
The chief en- 
gineer personally goes through it from end to 
end, 
Occa.«ionally it is allowed to n m quite 
empty, and tho engineer and workmen—rid- 
ing machine." that are half bicycle, half hand 
car—pump themselves 
through the 
dank 
archway. 


It is a iKjkerish business altogether. 
In 
there is pitch darkness, except at the man- 
holes of the ventilators. The men have talcen 
their lives in their hands. 
Any forgetfulness 
on the part of a gatekeeper, any misunder- 
standing of orders—such as letting the watd 
in too soon—and 
whishl 
they 
would b* 
drowned like blind kittens. 


B O A T 
I N S P E C T I O N . 


Accidents have come fearfully neeir bap* 
pening more than once. 
It is necessary t« 
travel 
twenty-four hours to complete 
tb| 
whole length and make repairs, sometime! 
remaiuing in the aqueduct during that time« 
Once tho engineer ordered the gate keeper 
Croton dam to let tho water in at 11 p. m, 
The gate keeper misunderstood and 
flooded 
the aqueduct at 11 in the forenoon. 
It was 
all the men could do to reach the nearest 
manhole and climb up the ladder before they 
were borne down by the nishing tide. 
The 
water was already to their waists, and they 
staggered while trying to keep their feet in 
the tearing current. 
The coolness and pluck 
of the engineer kef* them from getting 
panicky, and saved them. 


The watei- is not always entii-ely drained 
out of the aqueduct. 
Xben enough is left In, 
about five feet, to row over tho course in a 
metallic boat. 
This is scarcely less dan- 
gerous than the y)tber. 
The boat is easily 
upset and sunk, and then for those who lose 
their heads, as poor humanity is apt to do in 
trying situations, there is the added danger 
of drowniiig. 
Fortunately only one life bar 
ever been lost in the g r ^ t conduit 


Tho nqtiediict wr.s finished in 1842 and cost, 
without the reservoirs and distrib&tiug pipai^ 
18,575,000.

SOKE SUGGESTIONS ON HATS. 


B o w Tboy May Be Looked Upon • • 
Ex- 
ponent« of Character. 
^

•Tis the hat that makes the man, and 
want of it the fellow. 
Not that the en- 
tire absence of hat is necessary to mark 
the fellow—that is indicative of the 
savage. 
It is want in the sense of a 
shortcoming in the headgear that makes 
a fellow. 
The 
lower a fellow 
falls 
in the social scale the more glaring do 
these shortcomings grow. 
As he climbs 
up from fellowship to manhood the 
more does his head-thatching coincide 
with the standards of taste. 
This is 
shown even in the extremest case—that 
of the savage. 
The moment the dawn 
of civilization breaks upon 
him 
he 
breaks for a hat. 
Generally it is a bat- 
tered specimen of the genius "stove- 
pipe" that falls into his hands, and no 
better exponent of his first groping, 
tottering steps out of barbarism can be 
imagined than the utter incongruity of 
the big chief's appearance in a cast-off 
hat of a previous fashionable age. 
The 
negro in the rougher regions of the 
South betrays a simila,;: condition of im- 
perfect deve^lopment by the worn and 
well-ventilated 
slouch hat that has 
dropped down to him through many 
years and social layers. 
In the swamps 
he wears none, and his matted locks 
are like the coarse hair of the beast. 
J ^ old and battered hat smacks of the 
gutter and the bar-room floor. It is 
not necessary to smell the breath and 
other bodily odors of the wreck who 
approaches one on the streets or to get 
within earshot 
of 
his 
supplicating 
whine. 
One glance at his hat and his 
trhole history can be written. 


What character there is in a hat 1 
How the Mexican's curious mixture of 
dash and li^iness is portrayed in his 
sombrero! 
Of equal expanse but dia- 
metrically ©pp-^site effect is the quiet 
broad-brim of the Quaker. 
How much 
of the fierceness of war's griin-visaged 
front was due to the spiked helmets of 
the 
soldiery. 
Stern immobility is 
written all over the huge bear-skins 
of the Imperial guard, 
while catlike 
agility and adaptability flutter from the 
saucy cap and tassle of the zouave. 
No 
surer insight into national 
character 
can be obtained than that afforded by 
the broad, fiat, boavdlike hat of the 
Chinaban, that has been the same for 
centuries, 
awkward, useless, and es- 
sentially artifii ial, or by tho high hat 
of the fashionable Norwegian, who be- 
trays his shallow vanity by braving the 
rigors of his Arctic climate with the 
latest Paris style of headdress. 


Just why there is so much character 
in the hat is a little diflicult to explain. 
It must be because the hat is largely 
independent of a man's surroundings 
and work, and is therefore an exponent 
of the man himself. 
There are occu- 
pations and situations in which old. 
dirty, and torn clothes and muddy shoes 
seem unavo'dable; 
but nothing less 
than a Presidential fishing excursion 
will warrant a respectable man in wear- 
ing a dilapidated hat. 
The perfect hat, 
correct in color, shape, weight, 
aud 
material, worn at just the right angle, 
caps the personal appearance of the 
self-poised, perfect man. 
Tipped for- 
ward over the nose, it denotes the 
row dy. 
Tilted backward, it tells of a 
hurrying, reckless character. Slouched 
to one side, it betrays 
good-natured, 
underbred humanity trying to put its 
best foot foremost. 
Punched in at the 
top, it marks absent-mindedness. There 
is no article of api arel that so combines 
all tlie others into an effective unit for 
good or ill. 
There is none in which a 
little false taste can more completely 
ruin an otherwise faultless outfit. 


"She Towns." 


Traveling lately in the vicinity of 
Springfield, Mass., 
through the ad- 
jacent cities of Holypke and Chicopee, 
I was somewhat amused to hear the 
exclamation that these 
were 
"She 
towns," and that accounted for their 
poverty and the high taxation 
the 
property owners were groaning under. 
A legislative hearing was held at the 
hall in Holyoke, relative to a bridge 
which a large number of the poorer 
citizens desired to be built over tiie 
Connecticut River in order to 
save 
time and about three miles of travel to 
get to the village of Williamston on the 
other side. 


The corporations of both Chicopee 
and Holyoke were represented by the 
ablest counsel in that part of the Sfate, 
opposing the building of the bridge. 
The counsel representing the Dwight 
corporation of Chicopee said that tlu» 
mill had not made 2 per cent, of an 
average dividend since it started, and 
that the employes were nearly all wo- 
men, who received about 40 cents a day, 
and had to live on codfish and beans to 
make both ends meet. 
This and other 
statements made there of a similar 
character impelled me to investigate 
the truth of Ihese statements, and I 
discovered that there are more women 
employed in the cotton mills of the 
country than there are children and 
men combined. 


The whole number of the employes 
in the States and Territories in cotton 
mills, from the last 
official returns, 
were 172,544; of this number 50,6S5 
were males, 112,859 were women and ' 
children. 
In no other industry were Í 
women and children so extensively em- j 
ployed, and probably tho counsel had j 
good gi-ounds for the statements made 
at the hearing. 


In Massachusetts out of 61,24C em- 
ployes in cotton mills, 22,180 are males, 
31,496 women, and 
7,570 children. 
There is no such disparity to be found 
in the woolen trade between male and 
female employes, but, on the contrary, 
more men are employed than there are 
women and children combined. 
The 
last returns show that there were 23,- 
621 operatives 
employed in Massa- 
chusetts; 10,475 of them were females 
and children, and 13,146 were men; so 
that in the woolen mills the male help 
preponderates. 


The tendency of late years is toward 
the employment of child labor. W^e 
see men frequently thrown out of em- 
ployment, owing to the spinning mule 
being displaced by the ring frame; or 
children spinning yarn, which men 
used to spin. 
In the weave shop, girls 
snd women are preferable to men, so 
that we may reasonably expect that in 
the not very distant future, all the 
cotton manufacturing districts \rill be 
classed in the catagory of "she towns-" 


But peopla will naturall> say, what 
will become of the men? 
This is a 
question which it behooves 
manufac- 
turers to take senously into considera^ 
tion. for men will not stay in any town 
or city where only their wives and chil- 
dren can be given employment. 
There- 
fore, a pause at the present time might 
be of unt^d value in the future, for 
just as sure as the world goes round, 
women and children will seek fresh 
pastures, where work can be found for 
the husband and father, in preference 
to remaining in places where he had to 
play the part of the "old woman," while 
they go to work to earn the means of 
subsistence.—Wade's Fiber and 
Fabric. 


The Englishman's High Hat 


The tall silk stiff hat—the English- 
man does not call it a stovepipe—that is 
an Americanism—is his fetish, his lit- 
tle black household and society god. 
He cannot travel, cannot go anywhere, 
where he is to be on parade, \vi hout it. 


In the huge pile of luggage which came 
aboard the "Calais-Dovre ' by the cord, 
as I passed her from Calais to Pover— 
from France to England—among a het 
erogeneous mass of battered and browL 
sole-leather trunks, portable bathing 
tubs and huge wicker-work 
canvass- 
covered ladies' packing trunks, was tc 
be seen a large mixture of the English- 
man's inevitable hat-box. 
This pile oi 
luggage, which was so suggestive 
in 
its labels and complexion, of travel in 
every land, from farther India to Si- 
beria, could show hat boxes of all the 
popular types—hat l>oxes of tin, double- 
barreled hat boxes of leather, made for 
stowing snugly nests of hats, and hat 
boxes of heavy paper. 


To the obser\'ing American, with even 
half an eye, he who could travel from 
the equator to the pole in a slouched 
felt, they were a curious and suggest- 
ive study, revealing to him at a glance 
that he was moving with a swarm of 
English 
travelers—travelers 
who 
would perhaps occasionally leave be- 
hind their goloshes or umbrella, 
but 
never their high hat. 


In })assing out of an ocean steamer, 
and into Liverpool, I was at once made 
aware by the sudden donning of tall 
hats by about aU the gentlemen travel- 
ers around me—travelers who had for 
seven days on the sea, in a Cunarder, 
never been se( n in anything more pre- 
tentious, or le.s.s comfortable, than a 
Scotch cap, tliat I })assed out of the at- 
mosphere of what the Londoners term 
the American wide-awake—the soft felt 
or cloth hat—and into the climate of 
tall silk hats. 


It had been hinted to me before I got 
clear of the United States and Ameri- 
can waters, that I should be nobody in 
London, 
not 
presentable 
anywhere 
there, unless I stood under a stovepipe. 
Grateful for the struiglit tip, I had no 
sooner set my loot on ihe sacred soil of 
Britain, than I turned my face and my 
stejjs toward a hat store. 
You can buy 
good-looking silk hats in l,iver])00l and 
Loudon for all prices fi-om .s;.\ shillings 
to twenty-four. 
.And I .-ouid U(iver see 
any very uiuti i-ial (iillei--Mice in them as 
they shone iu the windows, dignified, 
and polisiied to a ]!ii.;li deia'-e. 
But on 
the head, iu time, 1 liouot not the qual- 
ity would tell, and reasons for low prices 
stand out.—Boston Connnercial 
Bulle- 
tin.
